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Lieut. Joseph K. Taussig and Aids

Making Target Test. 

NORFOLK, Va., May 28.—Naval offi- 
cers, with words of praise, today -told 
how Joseph K. Taussig, a native of St. 
Louis, and several men under him, 
braved death yesterday when the moni- 
tor Florida, manned by more than thirty 
men, was bombarded by the battieship 
Arkansas, at Thimble Shoal. 

During a portion of the firing Taus- 
sig and some other officers, anxious to 
observe the effects of the shots, diso- 
beyed orders and remained in exposed 
positions on the deck. In one instance, 
fragments of a shell struck witan a 
few feet of the officers.

GIRL-MOTHER'S 
PITIFUL PLEA 


Waifs, Abandoned Separately, 
Were Twins of Maud 
Burnett. | 





ONLY 16 YEARS OLD 





In Terror. and Desperation 
She Left One Infant With 
Former Landlady. 


Because she faced starvation with her 
twin babies, 2 weeks old, Maud Burnett, 
only 16 years oi, was forced to aban- 
don them on doorsteps. ; The desperate 
ycung mother, weeping with grief and 
quaking with terror at being discov- 
ered and disgraced, ran through the 
streets at 11 o’clock last Tuesday night, 
seeking some place where she might 
leave them to the mercy of the world. 

One she left in a hallway at 810 St. 


Charles street, where it was found and 
taken to the Bethesda Home. A happier 
fate was in store for the other, for it 
was. left on the doorstep of a warm- 
hearted woman who yearned for it, 
Mrs. Edward Straw of 101 South Jef- 
ferson avenue. 
Relationship Unknown. 

For two days the maternity of the 
two children was unknown. It was 
not thought, by those who knew of their 
finding, that they were brothers. 
Wednesday night the police learned 
that Maud Burnett was the mother of 
two children and that they had disap- 
peared from her home, 2108 Clark ave- 
nue, where she lived with her mother, 
Mrs. Mary wurnett. 

Patrolman Behnken went inion and 
arrested them and they were locked 
up in the matron’s detention room, 
charged with child abandonment. 

The women came to St, Louis from 
Petersburg, Ind., several weeks ago. 
They lived in Mrs. Straw’s house until 
a short time ago. 

Mrs. Straw told the girl that, if ever 
a child wes left on her doorstep, she 
would keep it as she had none of her 
own and would dearly love to have one 
to care for. 

Poverty the Cause. 

It was this that prompted the 
leave one of the twins there, 
was only poverty that caused 
abandon them at all. 

Mrs. Straw still has the baby left at 
her house, and Capt. Young of the Cen- 
tral District says that if she still de- 
sires to keep it, and he finds that she 
is a proper person to have charge of it, 
he will not take it from her. The other 
twin is at the Bethesda Home, await- 
ing adoption. Both the children are 
pretty, black-haired, black-eyed young- 
sters with good dispositions. 

The police will ask the Circuit Attor- 
ney to deal leniently with the women. 
Mrs. Burnett makes a scant living for 
both herself and her daughter by taking 
in washing. 

Policeman Behnken went before As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney R. M. Johnson 
and Assistant Prosecutfhg Attorney 
Falkenhatiner and told of his arrest of 
Miss Burnett and her mother. 

Had Only Four Cents. 

He said that when he went to the 
house to afrest them he found that 
their whole méans was 4 cents. The 
story of their hardships excited the 
sympathy of the warrant officers. The 
women were told that they were wrong 
only in their manner of disposing of 
the children. 

A collection was taken up in the office 
for the immediate relief of the women, 
Col. Johnson contributing $5 and the 
policemen and others adding to it. 

Col. Johnson discharged Mrs. Bur- 
nett on the ground that she was in no 
way implicated in disposing of the 
twins, and the girl was held until 2 
o'clock Thursday afternoon ‘for’ the 
grand jury. Col. Johnsen will recom- 
mend that the charge against her be 
ignored.

MARRIAGE IS REVEALED 


Bible Authority for Man Who

CHICAGO, May 28.—A series of thrills 
was furnished today in the hearing, be- 
fore United States Commissioner Foote, 
of the case of Rev. Charles E. Havenor 
of Gray's Lake, Ill,, who accused Mrs. 
Anne Whitmore, Postmistress there, of 
opening letters from his fiance, Miss 
Mary Calvin of Fort Wayne, Ind. 

The first sensation was furnished by 
the minister himself, when he declared 
on the stand that he and Miss Calvfy 
had been’quietly married on May 19. The 
other sensation was the revelation by 
the minister of a race suicide compact 
made between himself and his flancee 
several months ago. } 

Invites Lawyer to Fight. 

The minister was given a gruelling ex- 
amination on'the stand. He told of re- 
peating reports that came to him in- 
volving the reputation of prominent peo- 
ple in the village. The attorney for the 
defense asked him if he had not ad- 
mitted he was a liar, and was not now 
in fact a liar. The minister leaped out 
of the witness chair as he shouted, 
No.“ and invited the attorney to ‘‘argue 
the matter with him somewhere.”’ 

The minister admitted he had. writ- 


.ten to his fiancee and proposed a race- 


suicide compact, and said he did so 
from a Bible standpoint. The Bible, 
said he, declared it is a sin to bring 
children into the world who could not 
be cared for prbdperly, and, besides, 
his fiancee wanted to study, music. 
Explains His Detective Work. ° 

He said the letters on tlifs subject 
were what led him to make his charges 
against the postmistress, as no one but 
a person who had opened his letters 
could have Known of the agreement. 

When the minister left the witness 
stand a score of young women in the 
courtroom crowded around and _  con- 
gratulated him. Mrs. Havenor (nee 
Calvin) then was called to the stand 
and corroborated the minister’s testi- 
mony. She said she had destroyed the 
letters from the minister, but testi- 
fied they discussed their future.

NEW YORK, May 28.—John Hays 
Hammond, mining expert, well known 
in St. Louis, stopped in the corridor of 
the office building at 71 Broadway to- 
day to say “How do you do” to a 
friend. 

It cost him almost 75 cents. 

At the elevator he was hailed by 
another friend, who shook his hand 
and ate up almost $2 worth of Mr. 
Hammond's time. A half minute wait 
for the next car taxed him exactly $23. 

John Hays Hammond has just signed 
a five-year contract with the Guggen- 
heims, to give them his exclusive time 
and advice in mining schemes, for $500,- 
000 a year. He is the biggest wage 
earner in the world. In five weeks he 
draws as much as the President of the 
United States gets ig a year. The av- 
erage American labérer makes $600 a 
year. Mr. Hammond makes that much 
in two hours and a half. 

Until recently Mr. Hammond worked 
for the paltry sum of $250,000 a year. It 
was whispered in mining circles that 
the Guggenheims thought that a bit 
too much and were about to pare it 
down. Instead, they gave Mr. Ham- 
mond a hundred per cent raise for his 
exclusive services. 

He Needs No Clock. 

All the Guggenheims agree that Mr. 
Hammond is a model employe. He is 
so regular in his habits they have 
never found it necessary to put a time 
clock at the entrance to his office. 
And he does not belong to any union. 
He works six hours every day and 
gets a strenuous 60 seconds out of every 
minute. 

Mr. Hammond’s knowledge of miner- 
al localities and ores is said to be so 
exact that he can tell at a glance from 
what part of the world a specimen of 
rock comes. He is what might be 
called a skilled workman. He can do 
his work in a boiled shirt, sitting at 
his mahogany desk. Once in a while he 
gets into a private car and takes a 
trip to some remote mining district, 
but most of his traveling is done by 
his assistants. He is the court of last 
resort and his word—a “‘yes”’ or a ‘‘no”’ 
—decides whether or not millions will 
be spent developing the mining. prop- 
erty. 

The champion wage earner was born 
in San. Francisco in 1855. Gold was in 
the air, the country was swarming with 
‘forty-niners.’’ Young Hammond was 
raised on gold. He prospected when 
big enough to toddle. As he grew he 
determined to study engineering. He 
studied in the California schools and 
then came East and was graduated 
from the Sheffield Scientific School at 
Yale. He then studied at several Ger- 
man universities. 


Member of Geological Survey. 

Returning to the United States, he be- 
came a member of the United States 
Geological Survey and _ scoured the 
fields of California, recording~its min- 
eral wealth. At. Sonora, Mexico, he be- 
came superintendent of some silver 
mines and later journeyed back to his 
native State, when he first set himself 
up as a consulting mining engineer. He 
remained there until gold was found in 
South Africa. 

Mr. Hammond went to South Africa 
and met Cecil Rhodes at Cape Town. 

‘What do you want for your serv- 
ices?” asked Rhodes. 

“T’ll start in on $60,000 a year,” said 


Hammond. 
“Then take off your coat and start 


ght in,’’ said Rhodes. “We have a 
eat deal of work to do.” 

In 1895 he almost got his head into a 
noose, through the Jameson raid. With 
other ringleaders he was sentenced to 
death for high treason.

But after a few 
months he was released upon paying

Not a ‘High Liver. 

Mr. Hammond is not a high liver, but 
he lives well. He goes to work in his 
own 200-foot steam yacht, manned by 
32 men. His country home is at Glou- 
cester, Mass. He has a $10,000 automo- 
bile, in fact, y pate of them, and fre- 
quently takes spin. His city home is 
a marble palace in Ninety-first street, 
near Fifth avenue. He does not keep

William C. Connett, secretary to May- 
or Wells, says he is going to stick in 
the race for the Democratic nomination 
for Circuit Attorney, regardless of the 
efforts by prominent politicians to in- 
duce him to withdraw in the interests 
of ‘“‘harmony.’’ 

Connett’s candidacy is not attractive 
to all the Democratic ward leaders. His 
participation in the campaign of Cir- 
cult Attorney Sager and Henry Ascher 
by which Delegate Warner, Democratic 
member of the House of Delegates from 
the Second Ward, was entrapped, has 
embittered North Side bosses against 
him. 

Justice “Jimmy” Miles is said to have 
picked Harry Walsh, law partner of 
Former Cohgressman James J. Butler, 
as the man whom he will support at the 
Democratic primaries. But there are 
still two other candidates in the field— 
Campbell Cummings and Carl Otto. 

Cummings lives in the ward controlled 
by Chairman ‘‘Lawler’’ Daley of the 
Democratic Central Committee. 

Carl Otto was so highly regarded by 
Ihawes, then in control, that he gave 
him the nomination against Sager four 
years ago. Otto Thtirsday declared him- 
self a candidate again. 

The Connett forces hoped for Hawes’ 
support as Connett was always a loyal 
Hawes worker. 

Mr. Hawes says he has made no deal 
and has not tried to pull Connett out 
of the race. 

“IT am keeping my hands off that 
fight,”” he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porer. 

It is said that Connett has been offered 
an assistant’s place in the Circuit At- 
torney’s office if he will withdraw. Con- 
net says he will not accept any such 
offer. 

State Senator Kinney will probably 
have a good deal to say in picking the 
nominee, if any compromise agreement 
on a candidate is reached. Regardless 
of agreements among leaders, the men 
who get the most votes at the primaries 
Aug. 4 will be the party nominees.

HEAD OF CONFEDERACY 





Distinguished Southern Com- 
mander Fought at Battle of 
Antietam. 





VICKSBURG, § Miss., May 28.—Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee, Commander-in-Chief of 
the United Confederate Veterans, and 
one of the last three surviving Lieuten- 
ant-Generals of the Confederacy, died 
here today at the residence of Capt. W. 
T. Ridby. 

Over-exertion last Thtrsday in the 
ceremonies attending the reunion of 
Iowa and Wisconsin veterans of the 
G. A. R. at Vicksburg, brought about 
Gen. Lee’s illness. Following the re- 
ception of the Northern visitors, in 
which Gen. Lee took a leading part, he 
suffered an attack of acute indigestion, 
but later rallied and during the past 
week showed much improvement. Yes- 
terday afternoon he again. collapsed 
and grew gradually weaker, until death 
relieved his sufferings shortly after 6 
a. m. today. 

Was West Point Graduate. 

At the time of his death, although 
not a ranking officer of the Confeder- 
ate veterans, Gen. Lee was Command- 
er-in-Chief. Lieutenant-General A. P. 
Stewart of Chattanooga is ranking of- 
ficer,; but on account of his infirmities 
he has not taken an active part in the 
affairs of the organization for many

There is a ‘‘zoo’’ in Forest Park now,

The bill drawn up provides for the 
grouping of the entire existing ‘‘zoo’’ in 
the center of the western half of the 
park, creates the positions of super- 
intendent and three assistant superin- 
tendents, and authorizes the Park Com- 
missioner to buy and receive free birds, 
animals and fishes that will make suit- 
able additions to the present assort- 
ment. 

John L. Duffy, engineer of the Park 
Department, is the zoological expert of 
the city. He is eager to see the ‘Zoo 
enlarged and permanently established. 
In his opinion, it will be an ornament 
to the park and a marked attraction 
for the younger visitors to the city’s 
large playground,

the battle of Antietam, when he was 
made a Brigadier-General and sent to 
Vicksburg. 

Gen. Lee played a prominent part In 
the siege of Vicksburg, and following 
the fall of that city was taken prisoner. 
He later was exchanged and promoted 
to the rank of Major-General and or- 
dered to the Southwest. 

He subsequently -was assigned to the 
Army of the Tennessee, with the rank 
of Lieutenant-General, and served until 
the close of hostilities. At the close of 
the war Gen. Lee devoted himself to 
the education of Southern youth as 
president of the Mississippi Agricultural 
and Mechanical College. 

Was Planning a Reunion. 

On the death of Gen. John B. Gordan 
Gen. Lee was unanimously chosen com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans and always was the 
most conspicuous figure at the annual 
reunions. Just before his death he was 
preparing for the reunion on June 8 at 
Birmingham, and already had completed 
the task of assigning commanders and 
spensors for those positions, which are 
appointive of such occasions. Gen. Lee 
held, under the United States Govern- 
ment, the office of commissioner of the 
Vicksburg National Military Park. It 
was in this park that several handsome 
monuments were unveiled by the Iowa 
and Wisconsin veterans last Thursday. 
Gen. Lee's home was at Columbus, 
Miss., and the body probably will be 
taken there for burial.

There was an exciting hour once 
shortly after the wind had hauled 
ahead which showed our advantage.

We were both on starboard tack, 
when the Blytheswood skipper appar- 
ently figured that he was far enough 
ahead to make up the windward dis- 
tonce and cross our bow. Accordingly 
he came over on port tack and headed 
for us. 

As the Blythswood bore down on us 
it was hard to tell which one had the 
better of it. At one spell it looked as 
though she might make it. Kut being 
en starboard tack and having rigtt of 
way, we held on our course until the 
decisive moment. The Blythswood was 
not more than a dozen ship’s length to 
leeward of us when it was plain that 
she could not make it, and was com- 
pelied to go over on the other tack right 
under our lee. 

As we shot by while her sails were 
aback we could hear plainly th» ‘‘main- 
tops’] haul” order from. her captain, 
ané while we all shouted derisively at 
the failure to score a point our captain 
sarcastically bellowed: 

“Do you want a tow?” 

Such maneuvers were frequent while 
we remained in company during the first 
18 days of the marvelous passage, and 
then a blow came on in which we all 
three separated and were not together 
again until the end of the voyage. 

We carried sails at that time which 
are never seen in these days, including 
skys’le and even moons’ls, and some 
that are not even heard of now. These 
were bonnets and the Jimmy Green. 
Bonnets were crescent shaped and set 
from the foot of the courses when both 
sheets were aft and down almost to 
the deck, while the Jimmy Green was 
a triangular shaped piece of canvas set 
from the end éf the flying jibboom to 
the dolphin striker like an inverted jib. 
These we used in the light trades, and 
what a sight she was with everything 
set and drawing. 

Well, we felt that we had met our 
Waterloo when we got into that squall 
off the Cape in February, Sou’east bust- 
ers we cal] them. 


A black spot appeared on the hori-/ 


zon in the southeast, and as it ap- 
proached we stood by to let go sheets 
and halyards after the light sails were 
clewed up. You can’t tell until they 
strike whether they are wind or only 
rain squalls, but that one proved to be 
wind and plenty of it right from the 
jump. It hit us with such ferocity that 
almost before the sheets had been start- 
ed the sails were beginning to go. 

While blowing the fiercest, the wind 
suddenly veered around to the nor’west 
and then there was hell. 

It did not last more than 40 minutes 
all told, but when the wind slackened 
we did not have a piece of tanvas aloft 
big enough to make a sailor’s pea- 
jacket. 

We bent on the extra suit of sails 
which we carried and made it up the 
west coast to St. Helena, where we 
made the fatal error of putting into 
that port expecting to repair. But after 
dickering around for three days we had 
to come away with only a case of whisky 
and a rock from the grave of Napoleon. 
I believe today that if we had kept on 
to Dundee with what sail we had we 
would have been the winner of the 
greatest ocean race on record.
